—There is an accumulation of materi- 


al around every farm-house and tho out- 
buildings that is best'known by tho 
name of "rubbish." It is not fit for the 
compost heap, and is unsightly if loft 
either in an ungathcred state, or put' in 
a pile; in fact, its only valuable shape 
is in ashes, and its proper place is in 
the "burn heap." Of such is tho pca- 
bruah that has served its period of use- 
fulness, the prunings from the trees' of 
tho yard—tho blight struck branches, 
etc. The "burn heap" should be in'an 
out-of-the-way place, but still not dis- 
tant, and away from all buildings, 
where it can bo tired wiCh safety, as the 
material to bo burned accumulates. ; If 
any weeds have been neglected until 
ripened seeds have formed, they had 
best-go to tho "bum heap" rather than 
tho compost heap—one of each of 
which should be kept on every farm.

Stacking. 


The season has again arrived when 


that kind of work is done on' tho farm, 
froan 
which there 
is more 
Ibss 


from botching than from any other 
class of work of tho same amount, i It 
is stacking. 
If the true amount of loss 


from bad stacking was really known 
and tabulated before tho commercial 
world, it would be frightful. 
It is not 


so much the total loss of the grain, jbut 
its reduction in grado. In too many 
cases it is a totalloss. And yet thlere 
is no excuse for it bnt ignorance, and 
carelessness. 
Stacking- is a pjain 


and simple operation. If tho bundles 
are so placed that tho butts are lower 
than the heads when tho stack is iset- 
tled, the whole work is accomplished. 
It is no mystery to make a stack shed 
tho heaviest and longest rains. Keep 
tho middle full enough so that thoiio Is 
no possibility of tho straws shedding 
inward instead of outward, and tlie re 
will bo no wet wheat or' oats In stick. 
The great error in stacking is neglect- 
ing the fact that tho middle of the sliack 
will settle twice as much as tho out- 
side, and stacking must bo donp in 
view of this fact. Neglect it and all the 
expense and toll of tho production of 
tho crop is lost. Wot wheat 'In! tho 
stack proclaims ignorance, or inatten- 
tion to the business in hand. And' tho 
latter Is more criminal than the former. 
Bad stacking is ono of tho most general 
and crying evils of our system of 
agriculture. In strictly wheat grow- 
ing regions it has done moro harm than 
drouth, flood, chinch bugs, Hessian ily, 
rust, blight, smut, blast, mildew or 
storms. And all we regret is thati wo; 
have no power of expression snflicient 
to awaken all stackers to the immense 
waste and damage they are guilty of by- 
their carelessness.—lawa^BlcUe Register. 


Salt or IJme on Hay—Which} 


This is the substance', of" an inquiry 


from one of our subscribers!? vThe usei 
of salt has long been |»factieibd;?bji farm- 
ers here and there,, aud may'or may 
not bo done without very'' startling re- 
sults. There are farmers, however,' who 
discard it because they claim that it 
creates moisture. Now, it is 'a well- 
known fact that salts absorbs moisture 
or takes it up; nnd if hay is put id tho 
Biow before it is; properly wilted or 
cured, or, in other words, is heavy aud 
contains too much water, tho use, of a 
pock of salt to tho ton will. take up 
superfluous moisture and thus ibp ,of 
benefit in preserving tho hay, and pro- 
venting its heating. In the event of 
getting wet after cutting, and before it 
is put into stack or mow, the use of salt 
is no doubt beneficial. Moldy hay, ac- 
cording to Professor Johnson, put to- 
gether with salt, from eight to twen- 
ty-five pounds per ton. was bettor 
relished by eattlo, and did them more 
good than sound hay stacked without 
salt. The idea that salt creates moisture 
in tho mow or stack is a mistake. 


In regard to using lime, we have vevti 
.little information as to its eficcts. It 
has not been used much in the West, 
and if it has been much employed else-' 
where, in the hay mow or stack, we are 
not aware, of it. Some years ago the 
agricultural papers in New York and 
New England occasionally contained 
some reference to the' use of lime in 
putting up hay, but we have seen noth- ^ 
ing laterly about It, save a communism^ 
tion in the Chatauqua Farmer recently 
in which a farmer says ho has prac- 
ticed it for fifteen years and is never 
troubled with mow-burned. hay. He 
uses six quarts to the ton.—Prairit 
Farmer.

A. Smith, 
Miss Wdloy, aud Messrs. Ferguson and 
Eicu rendered pleasing music, and sever- 
al speakers gave appeals in favor of a 
prohibitory law. As is common with 
meetings

enthusiastic 


speakers are present, the talk was too 
prolonged, and many in tho audience 
could not wait until the finish, but aside 
from this feature, tho meeting wan well 
conducted nud proved interesting. 


Worthy Chief Templar, T. D. Kanouse, 


ot Appleton, first spoke. He gave a very 
radical, earnest, bold talk in favor of pro- 
hibition. He presented aomo facta ami 
figures concerning tho working ot the 
prohibition law in Mamo, showing that 
it was a success thoro, and urged .that 
nothing short of prohibition in this Sttitc 
would satisfy the true temperance poo- 
pic. 


14ev. E. L. Eaton, ct Madison, followed 


with another plea for prohibition. Ho 
folt encouraged at tho sigus of progress. 
Ho paid a tribute to Thurlow W. Brown, 
who lived and worked and died at Fort 
Atkinson, and who in his day was a moat 
tearless advocate ot prohibition, and yet 
so unpopular was tho cause then, that 
his name had almost become forgotten. 
Tho same sentiments which were cheered 
to-day by every audience, fell lifeless 
from the lips of Unit woudortul orator. 
Tho applause ot the evening, approving 
just fiiich scutimenfci, showed progress. 
Mr. Eaton made several arguments and 
met several 
objections, involved in 


tho 
question oC 
prohibition. 
Ho 


deemed a prohibitory law a speedy way 
ot educating the people in temperance 
principles. Ho denounced tho present 
license law, and thought nothing worth 
fighting for could bo gained by enforcing 
it. Ho did nut cata whether it waa en- 
'orced or not. Ho kuew thoro ware gen- 
tlemen in tho convention who would 
take issue with him on this, but as long 
as tho government- allowed any liquor to 
bo sold, he did not caro whether it was 
sold to minors or adults, to sober men or 
inebratoa, before ton o'clock or after mid- 
night, Suturdayspr Sundays. The whole 
tiling was wrong, and there was nothing 
to bo gained by fighting to restrict 
it. 
Ho 
believed 
in 
demanding 


of the political parties that they nomin- 
ate men who would pledge themselves to 
favor the presenting of tho question of 
prohibition to a vote of tho people. 
If 


the temperance folk were refused this re- 
quest, and thus kicked out ot the con- 
ventions, they should then start a new 
party. 


Hon. S. D. Hastings corrected one 


statement of tho preceding speaker. He 
had know Thurlow W. Brown, and he 
knew that the prohibition principles ad- 
vocated by him were as popular twenty- 
eight years ago as now. It had been the 
feeling for those many years, among the 
beat people, that prohibition should bo 
the law, and it was time that legislators 
recognized the fact. 
Kev. O. G. May, of Pulton, called atten- 
tion to the fact that there was a division 
of sentiment in the convention, some bc- 
lieviug in jumping at once into prohibi- 
tion, and fighting directly for that end; 
the other believing in securing the same 
end by gradual moans, enforcing the 
present law and securing such further 
restrictive legislation as could bo gained 
from time to time. It was too late to 
discuss the matter at length, but ho ex- 
pressed himself in favor of the enforce- 
ment of the present laws strictly. 


Mr. 'Faxtou spoke briefly against Mr. 


Eaton's opinions. He thought that tho 
practical work being done by tho Citi- 
zens' Leagne.bf Chicago, in proventingtbo 
sale of liquor tb'boys and inebriates, waa 
resulting in more good than all those 
meetings, in which .mere talk was in- 
dulged in. More work and less theories, 
was what was needed.
